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HEIKE GUILTY 
ON ONE COUNT, 
JURY'S VERDICT 


Gray-Haired Official of Sugar 
Company Faces Prison Broken 
in Health 


GERBRACHT CONVICTED 
ON ALL SIX COUNTS 


Jury Fails to Agree in Case of 
Bendernagel-Heike Convict- 
ed on One Count and May 
Get Two Years—Gerbracht 
Faces a Possible Twelve- 
Year Sentence. 


New York, June 10.—Charies R 
Heike. the white-haired secretary of 
the American Sugar Refining Company, 
was convicted tonight on one count of 
en indictment charging conspiracy to 
@efraud the government of customs 


duties on sugar. 

Ernest W. Gerbracht, former super- 
intendent of the Williamsburg (Brook- 
lyn) refinery, was convicted on all six 
eounts. 

For James F. Bendernagel, former 
eashier of the refinery, the jury stood 
7 to 5 for acquittal. He will be tried 
again. 

This ends the government's 
attempt to imprison the group of men 
responsible for the vast under-weigh- 
ing frauds, to which the so-called 
trust has virtually confessed by the 
restitution of more than $2,000,000 in 
duty. Heike is the highest officia! 
of the company upon whom blame has 
been fixed and he now faces a possible 
sentence of two years in the federal! 
penitentiary and a fine of $10,000. He 
is 66 years old and broken in hea'th 
and spirits. His counsel, in summing 
up. declared repeatedly that a prison 
term meant nothing less than death. 

Long Term Faced by Gerbracht. 

Convicted on alj six counts, Ger- 
bracht can be sentenced to twelve 
years in prison, with a maximum fine 
of $40,000. He is 53 years old. 

All three defendants, who. were 
under bond, were paroled in the cus- 
tody of counsel until 10:30 o'clock to- 
morrow, when court will hear the 
usual motion in the cases of Heike 
and Gerbracht and, barring some stay, 
will announce the time of sentence. 

The trial which ended tonight was 
started on May 16, with six defend- 
ants included in the indictment. Be- 
sides Heike, Gerbracht and  Bender- 
nage!l, there were three minor em- 
ployees—Harry W. Walker, assistant 
dock superintendent, and Jeam M. Voel- 
ker and James F. Walligan, checkers. 
The trial had not progressed far, how- 
ever, when the testimony so incrimi- 
nated these men that their counsel 
entered pleas of guilty. They have not 
yet been sentenced. 

Bendernuagel Tried Previousl v. 

Bendernagel had been tried previ- 
ously with Oliver Spitzer, the pardoned 
dock superintendent, who testified at 
the trial just closed, but as was the 
case tonight, the jury disagreed. Spit- 
ser got two vears, and four checkers 
were sentenced to One year each. They 
are still serving time on Blackwell's 
Island, but Spitser, conscience-strick- 
en. made a complete confession and 
told a story that resulted in Heike's 
conviction. 

The sixth count on whith Heike was 
found guilty, charges him with “un- 
lawfully and wilfully conspiring with 
Oliver Spituer and others in making 
and effecting and aiding in effecting 
entries of raw dutiable sugar at less 
than their true weight, by means of 
false and fraudulent statements ag to 
these weights. prior to March 1. 1907.”

Since Waldorf-Astoria Episode, 
Mrs. Castle Had Dropped 
From Public Gaze Until Her 
Body Was Discovered in Lake 
Near the Village of Moltra- 
sio, Italy. 


Como, !talv, June 16.—The badliv mu- 
tNated hody of a woman, believed to 
be that of Mrs. H. N. Castle, who was 
Mary Crittenden Scott, of San Jose, 
Cal., was found in a trunk today sub- 
merged?in @ lake near the yillage of 
Moltrasio. 

Wrapped about the body was a piece 
of cloth which bore the initials ‘G. 
L.,” and from letters found in the 
trunk written in English, it appears 
that the woman in 1906 lived in Thir- 
ty-fourth gtreet, New York citr. 

The police, basing their opinion on 
wounds on the head, evidently made 
by a blunt instrument, are of the be- 
lief that the woman was murdered, 
and they have taken into custody a 
Russian named Constantine Isopolatoff, 
00 years old, whom they suspect of 
having some _knowledge of how the 
woman met d@ath. 

Woman Talked of Her Marriage. 

Several persons who had known the 
woman in life and viewed her body 
today, deciared that she had told them 
she had been married to Porter Char!- 
ton, son of an American naval offi- 
cer. Charlton is described as being 
28 years old and is said once to have 
been a student at the University of 
Pennsylvania. The woman, apparent- 
ly, was about 35 years o)d. 

When the body was found it was 
recalled that recently a young couple 
bad occupied a villa on the shore of 
the lake. Three days ago they dis- 
appeared and have not since béen seen 
by te people of the neighborhood. The 
woman spoke English. Her compan- 
ion attempted French, but obviously it 
was not his native tongue. 

A Spectacular Career. 

New York, June 10.—Mary Scott Cas- 
tie was an emotional woman. with a 
spectacular career. She startled New 
York on August 3, last, by shooting 
William B. Craig, a New York lawyer, 
as he stood on ‘Peacock alley” at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. But her revolver 
was pathetically small, the bullet was 
deflected by a fountain pen in Craig's 
pocket, and he was uninjured. 
Castile. trembling and hysterical, was 
taken 1o a police station, where. be- 
tween sobs, she said that she had not 
meant to kill Craig, but that he had 
done her a great wrong. Craig, though 
inclined to reticence, said the woman 
was in love with and had pursued 
him. He is married, and lives in New 
York, but could not be found tonight. 

Case Ntvtr Tried. 

Mrs. Castle was subsequently re- 
leased under $3,000 bail, furnished by 
her brother, Captain Henry Harrison 
Scott, U. 8S. A, who hurried hitherto 
from the south when apprised of his 
sister's plight. The case never came 
to trial, and Mrs. Castle was dis- 
charged Ir September last after Craig

ton today to negotiate the fourth mar- 
riage contract of his career, and after 
carefully laid plans for the ceremony. 
ran afoul of a Presbyterian clergy- 
man’s aversion to divorce. 

Mr. Duke had planned to be married 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon to Miss 
Wylanta Roschelle, of Durham, N. C., 
where are situated his tobacco inter- 
ests and his magnificent estate. The 
Rev. Donald C. MacLeod, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church, had agreed 


to perform the ceremony. 
Wedding Arranged. 

That understanding was reached be- 
tween the prospective bridegroom and 
the Presbyterian pastor about 9 o'clock 
in the morning soon after the wealthy 


tobacco manufacturer and his bride- 
to-be had arrived in the city. 

Under the law of the District of Co- 
lumbia it is required that the name of 
the minister or marrying justice ap- 
pear on the license application and the 
license before it is issued. Cognizant 
of this provision, Mr. Duke, accom- 
panied by a friend, called on Rev. Mac- 
Leod before he applied for his license. 

Having arrangéd to be married in 
Pastor MacLeod’s study at 4 o'clock, 
Mr. Duke procured ‘the MMeehes.. « H 
gave his residence and that of Miss 
Roschelle as Durham, N. C., his agé at 
62, and hers at 28. The name of Rev. 
MacLeod was given as the marrying 
parson. So far the plans were running 
smoothly. 

Newspaper Man Plays Role. 

Later in the day some seeker after 
news discovered that Brodie L. Duke, 
the tobacco man. three times married, 
twice divorced, and on several occa- 
sicns involved in marital difficulties, 
the chief of which involved trouble 
with his last wife, the late Alice Webb 
Duke, was to be married. This fact 
subsequently was announced to the 
public through the newspapers. 

Warned of the»forthcoming event 
reporters and photographers gathered 
at-the First Presbyterian church. Half 
an hour before the appointment Rev. 
MacLeod arrived at the church. He 
entered his study, and a few minutes 
later came out and requested the 
camera brigade to leave the church 
yard. Summoning the reporters he in- 
formed them that there was to be no 
wedding. 

“The marriage license bureau records 
show that you are to marry Brodie L. 
Duke,” was suggested.

Suggestion. 


President’s Idea of Making 
Freight Increases Effective at 
Once Instead of After Sixty 
Days Agreed To--Conferees 
Nearing Agreement. 


Washington, June 10.—Conferees on 
the administration railroad bill had 
the aid of Attorney General Wicker- 


‘sham at both of today’s sessions, and 


it was announced tonight that there 
is a possibility of a final agreement 
being reached on Monday or within a 
day or two following. This predic- 
tion was made by both Senators El- 
kins and Aldrich, and even Representa- 
tive Mann, of Illinois, admitted that 
substantial progress had been made. 
No member of the conference commit- 
tée would discuss the details of to- 
day’s accomplishments. 

It was learned ,however, that a tenta- 
tive agreement was reached as to the 
long and short-haul provision, which 
will consist of practically of all or 
both the senate and house amendments 
on this subject. The stock and bonds 
provision is to be eliminated hecause 
of the assertion by the senate con- 
ferees that they could not obtain’ the 
adoption of a conference report con- 
taining any provision for federal regu- 
lation of the securities of corporations 
because of the opposition of democrats. 

Physical Valuation of Roads. 

The ascertainment of the physical 
valuation of railroads, it is asserted, 
will not be provided for in the con- 
ference bill. Senator Aldrich told Mr. 
Mann the senate had voted four times 
to reject the feature, and that it was 
folly to consume time in discussing it. 
During the day Mr. Mann submmitted 
a substitute for the house amendment 
on this subject, but the senate con- 
ferees characterized it as a makeshift, 
which meant nothing, and weich, if 
adopted, would subject the conference 
committee to general condemnation by 
supporters of legislation looking to an 
investigatidn of the valve of railroad 
property. 

Mr. Mann has not entirely abandoned 
hope of compelling the acceptance of 
some provision On this subject. Sev- 
eral times he referred to the fact that 
the house had adopted the physical val- 
uation amendment by a vote of nearly 
two to one. 

Taft Wins on Ose Suggestion. 

President Taft, according to present 
indications, will win on gnly one of 


‘the three suggestions which he made 


to the conferees. He wanted the re- 
tention of the house amendments con- 
cerning stocks and bonds, the reduc- 
tion from ten to six months in the 
time allotted by the senate bill to the 
interstate commerce commission for the 
investigation of the increases of rall- 
road rates, and the making of the 
section regarding rate increases effect- 
ive at once instead of after sixty days, 
as provided by both Dilis. 

All of the members of the conference 
committee agreed to the wisdom of the 
latter suggestion, because of its ap- 
plication to notices given by railroads 
recently of many proposed advances. 

The senate conferees have told the 
president they could not consent to the 
stocks and bonds feature because of 
their agreement with democrats. The 
insistence uPpOn the suspension of _ in- 
cresases in rat@s fo ten months, in the 
event that period was required by the 
interstate commerce commission ito 
pess upon their reasonableness, is a 
concession to “insurgent” repubNcan 
senators. 

To Amevd Interstate Commerce Act. 


There are a large number of pro- 
visions in the house bill which are not 
in the senate measure in afiy form. 
This is true particularly of section 7 
of the house bill, which wou!d provide 
for an eniargemeni of the power of the 
commission over railroad regulations 
and practices. This section propoges to 
amend section 1 of the existing inter- 
state commerce act. It’was written 
by Mr. Mann, and he acknowledges the

INDIAN Hebel 
ARE REPULDED 


Driven to Mountains by 
Federal Troops. 


Valladolid, Yucatan, Insurgent 
Stronghold, Captured---Trail 
of Flight Strewn With Bodies 
of Dead and Dying---Many 


Prisoners Taken. 


— 


Mexico City, June 10.—Valladolid, the 
stronghold of the Indian insurgents in 
Yucatan, was captured by federal 
troops early today, according to tele- 
grams received here tonight from 
Merida. The rebels were driven from 
the town and fied to the mountains, 
where they were hotly pursued. 

Many dead and wounded were aban- 
doned in the flight and many prison-- 
ers were taken by the government 
forces, among them Nicolas Seza, ring- 
leader of the insurgents, who was 
wounded. 

Thirty Guardsmen Killed. 


In the fighting 30 of the national 
Zuard were killed and a@ number 
wounded. The attack was led by Co!l- 
onel Lara, whose men carried with 
them two rapid-fire guns. 

After the skirmish of yesterday, 
when the Indians were dislodged from 
their trenches, the troops camped al- 
most within gunshot of thé town and 
followed up their advantage at day- 
break. The national guard of Merida 
to the number of 1,200 opened the en- 
gwagement at 4:80 a. m., and by 7:3 
had taken the plaza of San Juan, fn 
the outskirts of Valladolid. The troops 
were reinforced by a detachment of 
€00 federal troops under Colonel Tuque, 
and the fighting continued until the 
town was captured. 

Many Rebels Desert. 

Many of the rebels are said to have 
deserted during the night and escaped 
to the mountains. Those who re- 
mained made a stubborn resistance, but 
weakened and fled before the fire of 
the machine guns. A military train 
in charge of state troops has been sent 
out from Merida to repair the portion 
of the railroad torn up by the rebels 
at the beginning of the insurrection. 

There have been various rum@rs of 
other disturbances at other places, but 
the authorities here are assured that 
there have been none except at Vallado- 
lid. No further troops wil] be sént to 
the peninsula, it was said here today. 
The war department officials belleve 
the situation is well in hand. 
INFLUENTIAL PERSONS 

INVOLVED IN UPRISING 

Vera Cruz, June 10.—Passengers ar- 
riving here at noon today on a steam- 
er which touched at Progreso, Yuca- 
tan, yesterday, said that many infiu- 
ential persons were involved in that 
uprising in that peninsula. The avowed 
intention of the tnsurgents,it was said, 
was to take the city of Merida, capi- 
tal of Yucatan, and to release friends 
who were said to be imprisoned there 
charged with political offenses. Before 
Jefe Politico Regil was killed, his 
resignation had been demanded by the 
rebels, who, upon his refusal to give 
up his post. dismembered him and put 
him to death. The same fate befell 
Judge Victor Ojeda, of the court of first 
instance, and several others. 

Bombs Thown tn Courthouse. 

The rebels are alleged .to have 
thrown bombs into the courthougze, de- 
stroyed it, and to have installed Cap- 
tain Maximillian Bonillo, who had been 
named in dispatches from Merida, as 
one of fhe leaders of the uprising, as 
their chief. 

The insurgents enrolled Indian Jab- 
orers from the plantations around 
about and were well armed, according 
to the incoming® passengers. 

One of the arrivals was General 
Canton, one of the leading men of 
Yucatan, who it is said, goes to Mexico 
City to report to President Diaz in per-

ARCHITECT NOW BUSY 
DRAWING THE PLANS 


M. A. Pharr, of Washington, 
Ga., and Number of Promi- 
nent Out-of-Town Business 
Men Will Finance the Build- 
ing---Contract Will Be Let 
Within the Next 30 Days. 


A magnificent office building, which 
will cost in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000, is soon to be erected on the north- 
east corner of Houston and Ivy atreets 
on the property purchased a short time 
ago from Mrs. M. A. Evins. 

M. A. Pharr, of Washington, Ga., 
and a number of other prominent out- 
of-town business men will finance the 
building. A local architect is now at 


work on plans for the building and the 
construction will be begun as soon as 
the plans are completed and the con- 
tract let. This will be within the next 
80 days, it is said. 

To Erect Office Building. 

At the time of the purchase, it wif! 
be remembered, it was believed that 
‘the site had been purchased for the 
erection of a theater for Klaw & 
Firlanger. It developes now, however, 
that this was not the case, but that 
the agent through whom the purchase 
was made was acting for the men who 
are. to erect the office building. The 
new structure, it is said, will occupy 
a lot approximately 100 by 150, while 
the remainder of the original tract, 
which is 133 feet by 220, will also be 
improved later on. 

Mr. Pharr wag in the city the first 
part of the week muekhig all ‘prelim- 
inary preparations for the work, and 
at that time the deeds to the property 
were transferred from his agent te 
him. These papers will go to record 
this morning. The price paid for the 
property, it will be remembered, was 
$100,000, which was at that time con- 
sidered an unheard-of price for that 
vicinity. Since that time, however, 
prices in this section have gone soar- 
ing. and handsome profits have been 
netted to those having holdings in this 
vicinity. 

More than one prominent business 
man of Atlanta is to be associated with 
Mr. Pharr and the others in the erec- 
tion of the new sky-scraper, it is said, 
but no information as to their iden- 
tity is now obtainable. Mr. Pharr’'s 
agent was extremely uncommunicative 
when approached on the subject and 
would say nothing more than to admit 
that the work on the building would 
begin as s00n as the plans are finished 
by the architect. He said that this 
would probably be within the next 
three weeks. 

Prices Are Going Up. 

This announcement, together with 
that made ashort time ago, that the 
new quarter of a million-dollar office 
pbuilding which is to be erected between 
the Grand Opera House and the Ara- 
gon hotel will have an entrance on 
Ivy street, apparently assures the 
rapid development of this vicinity. 

Already, in fact, this development 
has begu1. The new apartment builde 
ing which Blair Armstrong is erecting 
less than 100 feet from the intersec- 
tion of Houston and Ivy streets is to 
be one of the city’s handsomest, and 
plans for several retail stores in the 
immediate vicinity are already pro- 
jected.

ROOSEVELT SAILS 


Ex-President Homeward 
BoundAfter NotableTrip 


Cordial Greeting for the Distin- 
guished American as He 
Boarded the Kaiserin Augus- 
te Victoria—-Will Reach New 
York Morning of June 18. 


On Board Steamer Kaiserin Auguste 
Victoria, Friday Night, June 10, at Sea, 
via Wireless Telegraph.—Ex-President 
Roosevelt spent most of Friday on ship 
resting after Thursday’s strenuous 
walk with Sir Bdward Grey. Coming 
aboard the steamer at Southampton he 
inspected all parts of the great ship 
in company with Julius P. Meyer, as- 
sistant general manager of the steam- 
ship line. Afterward he talked with 
many of the passengers. He dined 
early this evening and retired shortly 
afterwards for the night. 

Southampton, June  10.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, homeward bound, sailed on 
the Hamburg-American line steamer 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria shortly after 
noon. The steamer is due at Quaran- 
tine, New York, on the night of June 
17, but the former president will not 
land in New York until the following 
morning. 

When the Kaiserin Auguste Victo- 
ria turned her prow westward this aft- 
ernoon, Mr. Roosevelt found himself on 
the final lap of what, in many respects, 
has been the most remarkable irip 
accomplished by a private citizen. At 
the head of the Smithsoniam African 
scientific expedition, the former chief 
executive of the United States sailed 
on the steamer Hamburg from New 
York, March 23, 1909. 

A Notable Trip. 

Arriving at Naples, he transferred 
to the steamer Admiral and continued 
his journey, stopping at Messina, where 
he met King Victor Emmanual of 
Italy. 

He arrived at Mombasa on April 21 
and soon afterwards the notable hunt- 
ing expedition was begun, resulting in 
an unprecedented collection of African 
trophies. 

On March 14 Mr. Roosevelt emerged 
from the jungle, arriving at Khartum, 
where he met Mrs. Roosevelt and their 
daughter, Ethel. 

Throughout his African journey, Mr. 
Roosevelt was accompanied by his son, 
Kermit. 

Following the hunt, Mr. Roosevelt 
was occupied with a series of speeches 
that have excited lively interest 
throughout the world. Also at this 
time was begun a program of enter- 
tainments in his honor, such as had 
perhaps never before been arranged 
for one who had retired to private life. 
At Cairo he approved of the British 
rule and talked plainly to the nation- 
alists. 

Speeches Attracted Attention. 

Then followed the exchanges with 
the vatican, which resulted in his 
abandonment of the requestéd audi- 
ence with the pope. At Paris he de- 
livered an address at the Sorbonne. At 
Christiania he addressed the Nobel prize 
committee. He spoke before royalty 
at Berlin, and was a guest of Em- 
peror William. 

He went to London as special Amer- 
ican ambassador at the royal funeral. 
In spite of the curtailment of his pro- 
gram at the British capital on account 
of King Edward's death, it was at 


‘Guild hall, in London, that he made the 


speech that attracted more attention 
than any of his other addresses abroad. 
Here, touching on British rule in 
Egypt, he mildly criticised what he 
conceived to be a tendency to leniency 
not justified by the present political 
conditions of the African dependency. 

His final day in England was one 
of seclusion and rest. 


Visits Sir Edward Grey. 


There is considerable interest in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s visit to Sir Edward Grey. 
foreign secretary. The two tramped 
for hours yesterday through New For- 
est, the ancient royal hunting grounds. 
It is known only that the two reached 
the hotel last night spattered with 
mud and soaked to the skin. To a 
ee Mr. Roosevelt, before sailing, 
said:

Washington, June 10.—Democratic 
members of the house who, on May 26, 
prevented the $25,000 appropriation for 
President Taft’s traveling expenses 
for the fiscal year of 1911 being made 
available for use tn the closing months 
of the fiscal yéar ending June 30, 1910, 
will not oppose the appropriation as 
arranged by the senate in the sundry 
appropriation bill. The democrats 
prevented the appropriation in the 
form proposed in the house, basing 
their opposition on the ground that 
the appropriation was limited by law 
to $25,000 annually, and that if made 
available in that shape an extra $25,000 
might be appropriated for 1911. 

*Representative Macon, of Arkansas, 
who made the point of order against 
the appropriation in the house, said 
today regarding the senate action: 

Macon’s Explanation. 

“The senate has merely made the 
$25,000 appropriation apply for use 
during 1910 and 1911, and no additional 
sum can be appropriated for the pur- 
pose during these years. I do not op- 
pose that. The president can spend 
the money where he pleases. What I 
objécted to was making an appropria- 
tion greater than the law allows.” 

Representative Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, and one or two other democrats 
who opposed the matter in the houge, 
also said they did not ohject to the 
senate: proviso. 

The effect of this amendment would 
be to permit the use of the appropria-., 
tion next yeartomakeupthe deficit in 
the overdrawn account of the previous 
year. 

When this question was up in the 
house a point of order was made 
against it by Mr. Macon, of Arkansas,

Washington, June 10.—The federal 
grang jury today returned an indict- 
ment against the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company charging it with for- 
ty-two violations of the bucket shop 
law of March 1, 1909. 

The claim is made that the Western 
Union Company, by means of a tele- 
graph wire and a ticker, aided and 
abetted the conduct of a bucket shop 
in ‘the District of Columbia. 

The forty-two counts in the indict- 
men‘ vary only in the date on which 
the alleged violations are said to have 
occurred. 

Western Union Aided Bucket Shopst 

The indictment also charges that on 
the various dates mentioned the com- 
pany, with intent to aid Edward Alte- 
mus, Louis Cella, Angelo Cella, Sam- 
uel Adler, C. A. Tillis, Henry C. Stumpf, 
William C. Fox, Robert Hall, Samuel 
Raymond, Oscar J. Raphel, E. M. 
Browning, Henry R. Durfeeand Charles 
Alley, Said to be interested in, or 
agents of the Standard Stock and 
Grain Dealerg of New Jersey, in mak- 
ing and offering to make divers con- 
tracts prohibited by the bucket-shop 
act of March 1, 1909, “did unlawfully 
communicate to said keepers of said 
bucket shops by means of a telegraph 
wire and an instrument known as a 
ticker, a large number, to wit, 1,000 
quotations and prices of divers securi- 
ties.”’

The discussion of the procedure in 
courts of original jurisdiction was led 
by Hon. A. A. Lawrence, of Savannah, 
and Hon, J. R. oPttle, of Blakely, and 
general discussion was had on this im- 
portant topic. 

The committees on 
risprudence, law reform, procedure, 
federal legislation, interstate law, legal 
education and admission to the bar, 
memorials, legal ethics and grievances, 
reception and entertainment and mem- 
bership, made interesting reports. Dur- 
ing the morning there was a confer- 
ference of the faculties of the various 
law schools of the state, the members 
of the. committee on legal education 
and admission to the bar of the State 
Bar Association, and tHe state board 
of examiners relative to the merits 
and demerits of the present system of 
legal education now being taught in 
the schools of the state. The meeting 
was held in the University Law school, 
and Dean Morris, Professor Green, of 
the university, and representatives of 
the Atlanta Law school and Mercer 
Law school met in conference. , 

The sentiment of the conference was 
two-year course was abso- 
lutely necessary, and that where it 
was possible to inBroduce it, the three-

There were im- 
promptu speeches from a number of 
the attorneys and judges attending 
the convention, and over two hundred 
of the members of the association, and 
scores of invited guests partook. of 
the splendidly prepared ‘cue. 

Addreag by Ivins. 

In the afternoon, at the federal 
court room, Hon. Wilifam M. Ivins, of 
the New York bar, delivered the main 
address of the convention, on “The 
Life of the Law.” He is a polished 
speaker and an eminent attorney and 
the clear conception he presented, of 
the upbulilding of thefAaw under which 
we now live, was most masterly. 
Starting with the ancient conception 
of law, and the regulations of the 
governments of trades and weaith, he 
brought the discussion up to the mod- 
ern law, and took up and discussed 
clearly many of the present statutes. 


Ivins stated that the Sherman 
anti-trust act of 1890, which was de- 
vised to regulate the monopolistic 
corporations, had proved a failure, af- 
ter twenty years of trial, and that 
though it had proved lacking in the 
elements to contro] the trusts, it had 
shown the way to future statutes, 
which would have the desired effect. 

Mr. Ivins painted in strong colors 
the supremacy of the judicial system 
in our government, and showed that 
their interpretation of the law made 
the law, and not the leigislation. 

He showed that while the courts en- 
deavored to contro] the corporations, 
and promote competition, they were 
unable to overcome the general ten- 
dency of modern times toward  co- 
operation, which is but a little way 
from monopoly. 

Dealing with the progress of the 
American tobacco trust, Mr. _ Ivins 
showed the paradoxical condition of 
affairs now existing under this great 
monopoly. Practically controlling the 
supply and markets of the world, they 
have shut out the independent com- 
petitor, but have developed the trade 
and increased the demand wonder- 
fully. 

Taking up the tariff laws, Mr. 
Ivins stated that the anti-trust and 
protective tarfff laws simply meant 
that this country was penalized for 
buying in the competitive markets of 
the world, while we are compelled to 
sell our great staple products in those 
markets. The other statute compels 
free competition among home indus- 
tries, or endearors to compel it, 
while throttling ail foreign competi- 
tion.

‘“F Iam no new convert to the es-

in Tennessee and Alabama 
Do Much Damage. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 10.—That crops 


‘have suffered serious injury and prop- 


erty damaged in the aggregate to the 
extent of many thousands of dollars, is 
indicated as communication is being 
restored through the state 


and northern Tennessee, 
swept last night by the most severe 
storm recorded in several years. So far 
two fatalities have been reported. Near 
Fort Smith, Ark., John Meadows, a 
farmer, was drowned, and near Benton, 
in the same state, Jack Dodson, an- 
other farmer, was struck by a falling 
tree and killed. 

Wire communication to Hot Springs 
and Pine Bluff, Ark., was restored 
early tonight after an interruption of 
twenty-four hours. At the first named 
city the damage was confined to the 
blowing dow’'n of outhouses and minor 
property damage. One residence was 
torn from its foundations and several 
buildings were unroofed. 

Damage at Pine Bluff. 

In Pine Bluff the monetary damage 
is estimated at $10,000. A number of 
buildings along the river front, dam- 
aged by the floods of last year, were 
either demolished* or badly wrecked 
and other buildings unroofed. At 
neither city are any casualties report- 
ed. At Fort Smith and Van Buren, 
| Ark., the streets were inundated and 
store buildings flooded. 

In Mississippi and Tennessee the 
damage was confined mainly to the 
beating down of the younger crops 
and the disarranging of wires. i 

Railroad traffic was hampered to 
some extent by the breaking of small 
bridges and washouts, but the damage 
is being rapidly repaired and trains 
are running tonight practically on 
schedule. 

Damage at Americus. 

Americus, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)— 
A wind storm, followed by drenchiny 
rain, passed over this section this 
afternoon, doing material damage to 
buildings and growing crops. Several 
manufacturing plants in Americus, in- 
cluding two oil mills and Shivers’ Va- 
riety Works, were partially unroofed 
by the hurricane of wind. 


LIGHTHOUSE BILL 
REPORT ADOPTED 


——— nn 


Washington, June 10.—Conferees on 
the omnibus lighthouse bill reachéd an 
agreement today,.and their report was 
adopted by the senate. The bill car- 
ries a total appropriation of $1,358,- 
550. The bill also contains a substitute 
for independent measures to create a 
bureau of lighthouses in the depart- 


ment of commerce and labor. In the 
main. civilian inspectors will be em- 
ployed by the new bureau. For a num- 
ber of years there has been a contest 
of the question as. to whether the 
lighthouse administration should be 
conducted by civilians or by officers 
of the army and navy. as at present. 
The house has favored civilian em- 
ployees, while the senate favored the 
designation of officers of the army and 
navy. The conference bill, however. 
would permit the president to use army 
and navy officers to act in lieu of the 
appointment of civilian lighthouse in- 
spectors for a period not exceeding 


three yeara.

| Harbors Bill Adopted. 


Washington, June 10.—After over- 
ruling the recommendations of its con- 
ferees on the naval appropriation bill 
by agreeing to senate amendments that 
one battleship should be built in @ 
navy yard, and agreeing to have a $1,- 
000,000 collier built in a navy yard of 
the Pacific®coast, the house today ap- 
proved the report of its conferees on 
that measure. 

Further disagreement was offered on 
the senate amendments authorizing 
four submarine torpedo boats to cost 
$2,000,000, five submarines, to cost $2,- 
500.000, and six torpedo boat destroyers, 
to cost $750,000 each. 

Chairman Foss, of the committee on 
naval affairs, insisted that it would 
add a couple of million dollars to the 
cost of construction of a single battle- 
ship to have it built in a navy yard. 

The conference report on the river 
and harbor appropriation bill was 
agreed to by the house today. As 
passed by the house the bill carried 
appropriations aggregating $42,558,176, 
to which the senate added. $10,095,042. 
As agreed to the total appropriations 
and authorizations amount to $51,947,- 
718, the couferees having reduced the 
total amount added by the senate by 
$705,500.

AGAINST LENDERS 


Special Session of Grand 
Jury Will Consider 
Remaining Bills. 


After a session of about four hours 
the Fulton county grand jury yester- 
day found 49 true bills against various 
money-lenders, the indictments charg- 
ing criminal violation of the usury 
laws. Over 68 bills were drawn up 
for presentation, but the number was 
too large for the grand jury to take 
them all up at one meeting; and a 
special session will be held on the 2ist 
to consider the remaining bills. New 
Plaintiffs continued to come to Solic- 
itor General C. D. Hill’s office during 
the morning, and the stack of bills 
Other complaints 
will be received at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, which will probably result 
in other bills being drawn. 

The employers of railroad workmen 
ahd other employers of labor have not 
yet signified their intention of suspend- 
ing their rules of discharging em- 
ployees who assign their salaries, but 
Woods White, who has been back of 


/ the investigation since its beginning, 


has written letters to ten or fifteen 
officials of the various railroads ask- 
ing that they will cooperate in the ex- 
amination by suspending their rules. 

Many cases have come to the at- 
tention of those who are aiding in the 
investigation—such, for. instance, as 
that of one man who borrowed $3 and 
for 48 months thereafter paid back 75 
cents a week. 

Many Cases Considered. 

Many phases of the result of the 
methods practiced by those who make 
a business of small loans present 
themselves in the course of the inves- 
tigation.

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COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, June 10.—Cotton has ad- 
vanced in the face of weather condi- 
tions over most sections that have 
been practically ideal. Covering by 
large Wall street shorts has been 
the great feature, so far as the sum- 
mer months @re concerned. The next 
crop months did not move materially 
until Thursday, when there was a 
sharp advance. These options bad ev- 
idently become oversold, owing to the 
favorable weather and the many re- 
ports of steady Pain. Sabeg of the plant. 
Yet, of late, exéessiye raing have oc- 
curred in many parts of the belt, while 
in Texas maximum temperatures have 
been reported of 100 to 104 degrees. 
These conditions have caused consid- 
erable covering, and there has aiso 
been not a little new buying on the 
idea that quotations for the new crop 
months are too low when compared 
with the prices ruling for the sum- 
mer months. The stock of certified 
cotton here has decreased at the rate 
to 10,000 bales daily, and thus 
ar this month has diminished over 
54,000 bales.
